In pursuing the study of the Bible Myths, facts pertaining thereto, in a condensed form, seemed 
to be greatly needed, and nowhere to be found. Widely scattered through hundreds of ancient 
and modern volumes, most of the contents of this book may indeed be found : but any previous 
attempt to trace exclusively the myths of and legends of the Old and New Testament to their 
origin, published as a separate work, is not known to the writer of this. Many able writers 
have shown our so-called sacred Scriptures to be unbistorical, and have pronounced them largely 
legendary, but have there left the matter, evidmtly aware of the great extent of the subject 
lying beyond. To pursue the subject from the point at which it is abandoned by many 
distinguished writers, has been the labour of the author of this volume for a number of years. 
The result of this labour is herewith submitted to the reader, but not without a painful 
consciousness of its many imperfections. This work naturally begins with the Eden myth, aud 
is followed by a consideration of the principal Old Testament legends, showing their universality, 
origin and meaning. Next will be found the account of the birth of Christ Jesus, with hif 
history until the close of his life upon earth, showing, in connection therewith, the universality 
of the myth of the Virgin born, crucified and resurrected Saviour,^

Very babe ; sound and perfect copies of this curious volume of 
early English poetry being very seldom met with. 

John Heywood was one of the oldest English dramatists. He died 
abroad a few years after Qneen Elizabeth’s coronation. This allegorical 
poem in octaves is an early precursor of Dryden’s Hind and Panther , 
and is interesting for its connexion with the changes taking place in 
England in the matter of religion. The Spiders were emblems of the 
Reformers and the Plies were the English Catholics. The maid who, 
in the pictures and in the text, sweeps the windows clear of spiders 
and flies, is represented to be “ our sufferaigne Ladie, Queene Marie, 
and maide.” In his obscure parable, the author hints at one spider 
who took his death meekly and craved forgiveness for his sins. 

The book is a striking example of English skill in wood-engraving 
at the middle of the sixteenth century; all the illustrations being 
executed with perfect knowledge of design. They comprise, 1 double 
page cut, 52 full-page (including the repeated portrait of Heywood), 
and 72 smaller ones; making 125 in all, besides numerous woodcut 
ornaments.

M The short visit planned at first by the writer was soon found to be inadequate as 
it became more and more evident that the historical problem of the ancient city could 
not be solved in such a limited period. Some of the unforeseen difficulties met with 
may be mentioned here. The first graves opened, instead of clearing up former 
problems, presented new ones. Their contents could not be classified, and accordingly 
the cultural and historical position of the ancient sanctuary became more obscure than 
before. Scattered over the site of the ruined city were found numerous fragments of 
pottery of ancient date, corresponding to none of the vessels taken from the newly 
opened graves. The search, therefore, had to be continued until burial-places could be 
discovered furnishing material dating of the same period as those fragments. By this 
method only might the history of the town ultimately be cleared up, and the objects 
recovered from the first graves be assigned to their proper period.”— Preface.

PROSPECTUS 

Times are much changed since those palmy days of “ curios ” hunting, when a small group of 
intuitive and enthusiastic collectors started on their fascinating journey of discovery through 
a rich, limitless, and still unexplored ground. In their haste to accumulate the marvels of art and 
workmanship with which they were confronted at every turn of the way, and in the happy 
possession of their ever-increasing hoard, they often remained indifferent as to the probable 
origin of all that fell into their hands ; indeed, admiring and enjoying all the more many master¬ 
pieces, the work of unknown craftsmen, for the very mystery that surrounded them. Amongst 
the choicest examples of ancient Ceramic art selected and treasured by these early collectors, the 
quaintly shaped and richly embossed vessels of old Stoneware had from the firet been accorded 
a place of honour. The French antiquaries called them “ Gr£s de Flandres ”; in England the 
name of 44 Cologne Ware ” had been applied to them ; but in neither country had anyone taken 
much trouble to ascertain the correctness of the designation, or to learn anything further con¬ 
cerning these valued specimens ; a name had been found which described the ware in a general 
way, and that was thought sufficient to satisfy all inquiries. 

Although the infatuation for ancient Stoneware, now raging throughout Germany, has not 
yet reached our country, a book on the subject does not, however, address itself to the English 
reader without good cause. 

England has ever been the only place where the potters of Flanders and Germany have met 
with serious competitors. Stoneware making was introduced here not long after it baa originated 
abroad, and from that time forth it has never ceased to flourish and increase in importance 
amongst us; from the time when John Dwight produced at Fulham his admirable figures, 
unequalled masterpieces of the art, down to the present day, when the manufacture stands 
unrivalled for scientific and practical purposes, and, between the masterly hands of some of our 
makers, the modern stone pottery continues to show that, for refined treatment and ornamental 
effectiveness, it can creditably compare with the best productions of the ancients. On that 
account alone this so far neglected chapter of Ceramic history would enlist the interest of all who 
are curious of retracing the sources oi national art. By its illustrations, reproducing objects 
out of the usual range of pottery work, it recommends itself to the art amateur in search of 
novelty; while to the decorative artist, or to the manufacturer, it may, perhaps, supply more 
than one happy suggestion.

The aim and intention of the present volume is the illustration of the earliest known 
examples of Italian Maiolica. It is only within the last few years, from discoveries mainly 
in excavations made in various places in Central and Northern Italy, that these primitive 
essays of the Italian potters have been brought to light. They may fairly be accepted 
to represent the art at its first introduction, the period whereof the historians of Maiolica 
have either passed over in discreet silence or have hazarded vague conjectures as to the 
nature of its productions. Hence they supply that long-sought page in the record of 
ceramic art which will help to solve many problems hitherto obscure; especially those 
relating to the progress of the technical procedure and the artistic influences shaping and 
directing Italian Maiolica at the commencement of its career.

The capabilities of glazed earthenware as a medium for architectural ornamentation 
naturally found ready recognition from a race so keenly sensitive to artistic impressions as 
the Italians. Thus even at the dawn of the Renaissance movement they employed glazed 
discs or bowls (in mezza-maiolica) to add passages of brilliant colour to the wall surfaces of 
their buildings. But it was not until the ceramic artists had acquired facility in the manipu¬ 
lation of the harder stanniferous enamel—the true maiolica—that the new process was 
applied to floor tiles. Thenceforth the tile pavements were numerous, and they formed an 
important factor in the general decorative scheme in many of the secular and ecclesiastical 
edifices of the period. The close connection of these tiles with the contemporary vasework 
needs no insistance. They are two phases of the same art, and since both were subject to 
similar influences and were probably nred in the same furnaces, so each illustrates the design 
and the technical methods of the other. Therefore a critical examination of the art of the 
Italian maiolicanti would be incomplete did it not include a consideration of the XVth century 
pavement tiles. That they have been treated in a rather cursory manner by the historians 
of maiolica is probably due to the few remaining pavements being situated in remote and 
widely distant localities, which may also account for such notices of them as have appeared 
being seldom accompanied with illustrations. In this particular the requirement of the 
student has not been forgotten in the present volume, the author giving representations of 
typical specimens of the tiles composing the pavements still existing, and those which 
once belonged to famous buildings rich in historic associations. Amongst the latter are some 
from the palace of the Vatican and from the papal apartments in the adjacent Castle of 
St. Angelo. These last have only recently been discovered in the course of the work now 
in progress at the mediaeval fortress. They include examples bearing the arms and impress 
of popes who occasionally resided there, commencing with Pope Nicholas V.

PREFACE. 

M This is the first attempt which has been made so far, in any European language, to deal, even 
cursorily, frith the history of Chinese pictorial art. The Chinese themselves have produced 
scores of volumes on the history and practice of painting, but there has been little, if any, direct 
appeal to these works—certainly nothing in the way of translation—on the part of the few 
foreigners who have written, all too briefly, on the subject. The latter have always regarded 
Chinese paintings from an outside—one might almost add “ barbarian ”—point of view, and 
have judged them strictly according to European canons; while writers upon the history of art 
in genenu have been prone either to dismiss China in a few contemptuous words, or to ignore it 
—a wiser proceeding—altogether. 

“M. Paleologue, in L'Art Chinois (1887), has given a slight sketch, which however can 
scarcely claim to be historical, of the pictorial branch of his subject, always as it appeared to 
him, and not in relation to the native artist or connoisseur. 

“ Professor Hirth has ably dealt with one line of investigation in his Veber Fremde EinflUsse 
in der Chinesischen Kunst (1896), and some years ago projected a work in*German which would 
have rendered the present volume superfluous. 

“ Dr. Wilhelm Liibke in his portly Outlines of the History of Art (1904) devotes only a 
scant page or two to that art which has influenced so many hundreds of millions for so many 
centuries past. 

** M. Reinach, Membre de L’Institut, in his Apollo (1904), writes as follows :—* Si je ne 
dis rien ici de Part de l’lnde ni de celui de la Chine, c’est que la haute antiquitd qu'on leur 
attribue est nne illusion. L’lnde n’a pas eu d’art avant l’6poque d'Alexandre le Grande et, 
quant a Part chinois, il n’a commence k produire ses chefs-d’oeuvre qu'au cours du moyen age 
eutopfen.' But it might be argued that an art which began, according to M. Reinach, even so 
late as * during the Middle Ages,’ need not necessarily be excluded from a comprehensive work 
which opens with the quaternian period and brings the reader down step by step to Manet and 
Whistler. Especially so, when we find that naturalism, impressionism, and 4 pleinairisme,’ 
generally regarded as developments of the nineteenth century, were advocated by the Chinese at 
least a thousand years before their appearance in Western salons. 

“ Finally, M. Andr6 Michel, Professeur k l’Ecole du Louvre, in the prospectus to his forth¬ 
coming History of Art , states plainly that * PHistoire de l’Art laisse 6galement de cot6 les arts 
extra-europ6ens, art musulman, art chinois, art japonais.’ 

“ The above facts seem to me to point to the conclusion that Chinese pictorial art has 
always been slurred over in European text-books, for the simple reason that no translations of 
Chinese works on art have yet provided the necessary data for foreign writers. The present 
volume is intended to serve at any rate as a temporary stopgap, being for the most part 
composed of extracts from authoritative works, here translated for the first time, thus exhibiting 
something of the theory of Chinese pictorial art from the point of view of the Chinese them¬ 
selves. It has proved a not unlabonous task to transfer the information contained in this book 
from the original Chinese texts; it is hoped however that, with the addition of an index in 
Chinese to the painters and to the works mentioned, some measure of usefulness has been

In addition to the Original Journals of Lewis and Clark, it was early arranged with the 
Wisconsin Historical Society for permission to include in this publication the interesting and 
pathetic manuscript Journal of Sergeant Charles Floyd (March 13th—Augnst 18th, 1804), who 
died when the Expedition was near the site of Sionx City. This Journal has heretofore been 
offered only in the limited edition of the Transactions of the American Antiquarian Society, and 
then with nnmerons errors of transcription and typography ; and the very valuable Journal of 
Private Joseph Whitehouse (May 14th, 1804—November 6th, 1805), which covers the trip 
outward, from River Dubois to the Cascades of the Columbia. This is a particularly interesting 
diary, throwing much additional light upon the Expedition. Until a few months ago its very 
existence was unknown save to a small circle of scholars. It is now the property of E. K. 
Ayer, Esq., of Chicago. 

In the summer of 1903 there was discovered, in the possession of Mrs. Julia Clark Voorhis 
and Miss Eleanor Glasgow Voorhis, of New York City, grand-daughter and great grand-daughter 
of General William Clark, five large manuscript note-books, written upon the Expedition by that 
explorer; this important material, together with fifty large manuscript route maps made by 
Clark (the topographer of the party) during the journey, and a considerable mass of miscellaneous 
letters and other important data concerned with this great enterprise, had been overlooked by 
Jefferson, having doubtless been returned to Clark by Biddle, before the latter's Narrative was 
published. All of these additional manuscripts—maps, note-books, letters, and memoranda—are 
included in the present work, thus for the first time giving to the public all the records now 
known to be extant, of the most important Exploring Expedition as yet undertaken under the 
auspices of the United States Government. 

One of the most important features of this book is the atlas containing upwards of fifty 
maps made by Clark. Several of these were undoubtedly prepared before the Expedition started 
up the Missouri, and thus exhibit the extent of advance geographical knowledge possessed by 
the explorers. The others were made during the progress of the Expedition ; most of them 
carefully giving the camping places day by day, both going and returning, as well as many 
interesting notes of incidents upon the voyage, Indian lodges, and characteristics of the country. 
Very nearly the entire route of the Expedition—certainly, all of those portions which are the 
most interesting, s g., the Upper Missouri, the crossing of the mountains, the Colombia, and the 
Fort Clatsop neighbourhood—is thus covered by these extremely valuable charts. In addition 
to these loose maps, now collected and published iu atlas form, the work is embellished throughout 
with the many well-executed black-and-white and coloured maps, in finished form, which illustrate 
the note-books.
